His assertion that he 
cannot afford the sacrifice from a money 
standpoint may be literally true, but is it 
not also true that he or any other man 
could well make that kind of a sacrifice 
from every vital standpoint to serve the 
country as president? So far as cam- 
paign expenditures go they are defrayed 
from a national fund to which the can- 
didate contributes nothing. 


But perhaps Mr. McAdoo figures this is 


not to be a Democratic year and he 
shrinks from the strain and worry and 
disappointment of an unsuccessful con- 
test. Perhaps he has had some friendly 
or other advice on the subject from the 
White house.

reasons of a political or personal nature.

We Ihink the idea is nol only fallacious 
but is a fair illustration of the provincial 
political knowledge Washington often 
displays. Il is Irue il has a close-up view 
of Ihe greal currents of politics, but this 
tend:> to make il near-sighted and il is 
seldom able lo follow the currents to 
source or outlel. The country at large 
has a much better perspective and hence 
is as a rule a better judge of the signifi- 
cance of political events than is Wash- 
ington. 


In our opinion Mr. Wilson has no 


thought of running for Ihe presidency 
again and never has had. There are 
three reasons for this. First, Ihe coun- 
try does not want him and he knows it. 
Second, while the unwritten law against 
a president serving three terms is a fool- 
ish invention of the mind, the extraor- 
dinary occasion which might easily cause 
the country to ignore the "law" does not 
exist and Mr. Wilson, if he is still u good 
politician, knows thai too. The Republi- 
cans will not kill the league of nations. 
They dare not do that. All they wish 
is lo Republicanize (Ihey use the word 
Americanize) the treaty and get the cre- 
dit for something big out of the World 
war. 
In the third place, the nomination 


of Mr. Wilson for a third term would be 
a confession by the Democrats that they 
have no one left in the party of presi- 
dential caliber or 
leadership, which 


might be trui^but would hardly be an in- 
spiring thing to admit. We may safely set 
it down lhal Wilson will not be a candi- 
date and that he will not be nominated. 
Kvery sensible analysis of (he situation, 
including the president's physical con- 
dition, is against such a conclusion. 


Mr. McAdoo may have put himself out 


of consideration and he may not. One 
can never tell in politics. At this writ- 
ing il looks like Cox. As for Woodrow 
Wilson, his record is made up and it is a 
record that will sij,m| the test of time 
alongside that of any ruler who led a na- 
tion through a crucial period in its his- 
tory. His influence upon the lime and 
upon the future of the country is indel- 
ibly imprinted. Nothing his detractors 
may say or do can tarnish his name or 
diminish the greatness of his service to 
his country, but he is nol destined to be 
president again.

fortunately the average individual becomes im- 
mune to bee-stings after he ha* had from thirty 
to one hundred doses. When immunity is es- 
tablished as indicated by the absence of any no- 
ticeable reaction after even the most 
vicious 


stings by any number of varmints, the patient, 
if still ailing, needs some treatment which will 
sting more effectively, such as absent treatment. 


Those who try this treatment \\hhout having 


any rheumatism or anything like that may apply 
to the area of injection a solution of twenty 
grains of permanganate of potassium in a tea- 
cupful of water, on gauze compresses kept wet 
with the wine-colored solution. 
Or a teaspoon- 


ful of household ammonia in a teacupful of wa- 
ter may be applied In the same way to relieve a 
bee sting. 
Pereons of highly technical disposi- 


tion may examine the swelling with a lens, find 
the sting and withdraw it by means of tweezers 
sterilized in a flame or by boiling. Common clay 
or mud, an old remedy for bee stings, 
is of 


doubtful efficacy unless it happens to be alkaline. 
Common ealeratus, applied on wet compresses, Is 
good. 


Mosquito visitors may be repelled by hanging 


in the doorway a cloth saturated with equal 
parts of these oils: 


Oil of tar, oil of cedar, oil of citronella, Olive 


oil. 


This makes a. rather gooey dope for applica- 


tion to the skin to repel mosquitoes in an infest- 
ed region, but it is a good one. and lasts half a 
day or longer when applied to the skin. 


Mosquito bites are relieved by bathing with 


saleratus (common soda) in water rubbing gent- 
ly with wet soap, or bathing, with teaspoonful of 
household ammonia of a tablespoonful of aro- 
matic spirits of ammonia in a cupful of water, 
or applying glycerin or peroxide or touching once 
only with ticture of iodine. 


Of course mosquitoes breed only in stagnant 


water somewhere very close to the place where 
they are found, though a mere obstructed eave 
or hidden tin of water is sufficient for their pur- 
pose.

the monetary standard as "a possible 
issue 
in the campaign." and there 


was nothing in the views expressed in 
Parker's wire to preclude his accept- 
ance of the nomination. 


This campaign resulted in the elec- 


tion of Roosvelt and Fairbanks.
